Some writers on the nature of government, however, in order to cn- 
hance the power of the-C——ns, pretend, that all power comes origi- 
nally from the people, whofe reprefentatives they are. They tell ‘us, 
there was a time when all mankiod were free, that is to fay, had nci- 
ther king nor ruler, nor amy-kind of government, bide lived like wild 
bea(ts in a foreft; and that they formed themfelves by degrees into fo- 
cicties and nations. Some of thefe chole-kings, who were bound to go- . 

by certain rales; which, if they tranfgreffed, their fub- 
ib to call them to an account, ‘and to —_ ~ = 
they might think proper. -Some again vefted the power in rands o 
a ra who were diftinguithed from the reéft either by their age, their 
wifdom, of their courage, And others referved the fupreme power to 
themftives. This is what thefe writers tell us; but there is pot one 
word of it trae.. Mankind never were in fuch a fituation fince they were 


of the world were under the government of kings ot {ingle perfons from 
the creation ; and we do not fee one-exception from this rule in all the 
feripnures. The Jews, who fcem to have been an ¢xception before Saul’s 
time, were really none ; for they were under the immediate government 
of God, ,whe was certainly the bef king that they could--get. + God is 
faid to haye given. them a king in his wrath, when, he gave them Saul. 
But this dees mot mean that the Ifraclites had no king before Saul’s time, 
but only that God was diiplcakd with them, becaufe they chofe,to have 
a human king over them, like the reft of the nations, rather than him- 
felf. And if we confult biftory, we will not find.one nation that was 
not Barto government of a fingle perfon from the beginning, or 
where the king derived his power from the people.
